AH this miglil 
be cotieetled. lint the Parliamentary re- 
turns published so far hock at 1H3-I es- 
tubliahed the fart, that, although five 
millions had been expended iu the trans- 
portation of convicts to thia ooluny, vet 
upon a companion of the expense which 
wuuid have been iucurred in maintaining 
them io the hulki anil in priioua, a clear 
ytriii hint retvtttd tit thr BrititA aui£/ic of 
thrtr wiltiatt*." Tluii in point of economic 
policy, the nation gained her end . shr 
not only cleansed heraelfof an eniiTBions 
mnsi of crime, which, had It been per- 
mitted to lie festering in her own 
bosom, might hats spread a dangerous 
moral pestilence through her system, 
but secured the iwoiold gain* of 
laving icvrral millions to her revenue, ami 
creating a large msrket for her manufac- 
tures. As to any benefits which the 
colony may at thii moment be enjoying 
ai the fruit* of the tranaportaii.in system, 
if there had been any room tn dutilit 
be I ore. It is now broadly admitted liy the 
Mm iters of the Ctown that lite* were 
ptrfeetlj farttutaui. Where no benefit 
was intended, no lb auk a can be eiacted. 
In instituting and maintaining ber " trana- 
mirine pnitentiary" on thru shuns, the 
intended to benefit, not us, but htraelf 
we therefurc owe her no thanka. 

The seojud oonctuaioD which we think 
may be fairly drawn from these ministerial 
disquititioui is, that ai this penitentiary 
was farmed, " not for local, but for 
i is. i if rial purposes," for "the interest 
autt convenience ef the State," it 
otu/lit to bare been, ai Lord St*»l»t u- 
serts il wua, " supported by Itritith. not 
by Colonial fundi." He; epeati thia as- 
sertion over aud over again | and iu one 
psatage declares that " the fcitour of lint 
cually establishment waa tniinlained at the 
charge of the Stale." But what is the 
feci? Why, that ever since the 1st of 
July. 1B35, a period of nearly nine years, 
the whole charge of keeping the peniten- 
tiary id order— the whole police force ns- 
ceasary to its " administrative arrange- 
men 1 1 " — has been supported by Colonial, 
nut by Uritish fundi. l*p to the end of 
18-11, 1 1 1 ar is. during ihe first seven years 
and a half, this rosily establishment bad 
consumed of Colonial funds a trifle heluw 
jfc'eXHI r Ol>0 : and we have nn douht that by 
this lime it hai consumed aS2llll,IHlO more. 

Now, as Ministcrj have publicly ad- 
mitted, under iheir own bauds, that the 
convict eatabliahtnent waa formed and 
naaiutaioed exclusively for imperial pur- 
poses, and that its cost was justly 
chargeable to the imperial Ireuury, does 
it not follow, that for al least a large pro- 
portion of this jt7cJ00,tHW, we have an on- 
deniable claim upon that treasury! To 
our apprehension, Ihe inference cannot be 
lied. MiaiUen kitrr Iheawltn promt 
ant] we do think, that if the 
Legislative Council, in its furthcoming 
session, will only Institute a searching en- 
quiry into the facts, aud aend up an hum- 
ble address to the throne, setting forth the 
grounds of our claim, as here recognised 
by Heu Majestv'h own advisers, there 
would be some chance of success. At any 
rate, we think the Council owe it to iheir 
COnttitBCUti lo fry, more especially aa the 
condition upon which the police and gaol 
expenses were cut upon the colony— 
namely, a surrender to the local legisla- 
ture of the territorial and casual revenues 
of Ihe Crown — has been so completely set 
aside under the gov, rB rnen,t of Sir Okorgk 
Gtrps.
